^otc(l Prisoners Released Satur- 
day Morning and Were Shower- 
ed With Congratulations 

with firm steady stroke* of his pen 
Gov. Willson at 3:15 o’clock last Satur 
day morning gave freedom to the two ^ 
most noted prisoners in the world Caleb, 
Power* and James H. How'urd, accused 
of complicity In the murder of Wil- 
liam Goebel more than eight years 
ago. 

The apitondlf'g of hIs slgiiature to 
the irttrdons concluded .he mosi ardu- 
ous task ever undertaken by a Chief 
Kxecutlve of the Common wenlui. and 
ended the f'tial chapter of one of the 
most bitter and relentless political 
persecutions in the history of any 
country. 

The official announcement of the par 
don of the two prisoners was not made 
until 8:30 o’clock when Priv.ate S*>cre- 
tary Todd callisl the newspaper corre- 
spondent at the Capiisl intti the ex- 
ecutive office and conveyed to them 
the Governor’s message. 

FLASHED OVER THE WORLD. ' 

In a few second* the telegraph wiieBj 
were flashing the glad news all over i 
the country while messengers were on j 
Their way, to the Scott County Jail at i 
Georgetown, where Powers slept! 
calmly with no Iiulmatlon of the glad' 
tidings In store for him and to the. 
State Penitentiary where Howard had . 
taken up his early morning labors in , 
the shoe shop. | 

Assistant Secretary of S.ate Jackson 
Mortis was dispatched ’to Cectrfee 
town Jail with the Powers pardon; 
tucked away In an Inside iMJCket,, 
while Secretary of State Heii L. 
Bruner took the Howard pardon and | 
made a bee Hue to the penitentiary, j 

Accom]>anied by Deputy Warden j 
Hawkins, Ur. Bruner went directly to 
the stock department of the shoe. shop 
and handed the precious paper to the 
twice convicted man. j 

“THANK GOD!’’ HE CRIED. 

"Thunk God,’’ cried Howard as he| 
unfolded the document and saw the big 
official seal of Stale in the lower left- 
hand corner. , 

Tears filled his eyes, and he was too 
moved for further utterance. His fal- 
low prisoners crowded! around him, and 
almost wrenched his arm front the 
socket. “Boys, good bye, and good 
luck.’’ he said, as he was led uwaj' in 
the direction of his cell. | 

He was assisted in packing up a few 
personal belongings and with a fare 
well handshake with the deputyt warden 
and some of lYie prisoners, he passed 
out of the penitentiary gate In prison 
garb. 

“I must thank Gov. Willson," he ex- . 
claimed and hurried in company wlih I 
Secretary of SiUte Bruner across the 
street to the executive mansion where] 
Oov. Willson and Mrs. Willson' and Mrs. 
.William Ekln, Mrs. Willson’s sister, 
were leaving the front porch, advanc- 
ing to meet him. 

TEAR-STAINED FACE j 

With tear-stained face the prisoner! 
clasped the hand of the Chief Execu- i 
live and murmered bis thanks, while j 
the Governor wrung his hand heartily | 
and wished him success and prosper!- { 
ty for the future. 

Mr. Willson and Mrs. Elkin greeted 
him cordially and pressed his hand, 
wishing him snocess in the new vista 
of life that opened before him. With 
additional expressions of his thanks, 
Howard then accompanied hy h|s 
friends proceeded to a local clothing 
store where he was fitted out with a 
neat serge suit and straw bat. 

STARTS FOR LOUISVILLE. 

This accomplished he and the party 
made for the railroad station to catch 
the Cbespeake and Ohio train for 
LoulBvIlle which was almost due from 
the East. 

At the station hundreda of Frankifort 
people bad ooUeoted. for the news of 
’tbs pardona had spread rapidly anif' he 
tmaa given a demonstration that he will 
long remember. 

Republican and Democrats of the 
Capital city, women and ' children 
, praaaed forward to clasp his hand. To 
all ha rssponded "Thank you, you are 
kted." 

His manner wm very reeenred, bnt

GOVERNOR’S LONG TASK. 

Since April 14 or nearly two months, 
Oov. Willson had devolcd all of hi* 
*l>are time to the consideration of the 
Powers and Howard pardon applica- 
tion*. 

It was no easy task to re.ad the tre- 
mendous volume of lestlnumy which 
the records contained In these two fa- 
mous cases. Night after night the 
Governor sat up until the wee siiia’ 
hours going over the teHtimony mid 
often doing without his meals in order 
that n* time might bo lost In it* coii- 
sldera. ion. 

Friday morning he repaired to the 
executive mansion and loft word ihatj 
he could see no vbu.ors and that be' 
was not to be disturbed except by lin-l 
portant affairs of State. 

BROTHER’S CHIEF WORK. 

The brother* of VV'llliam Goebel, de- 
votedly a:tacbed to hi* memory, made 
It the chief end of their lives .o puii-i 
Ish (he eriminal and in that have he| 
symimthy of every g(R»d man and wo- 
man.

I»eople gave tlidlr tTUi*t and confiduneo 
to lay pronil*e to consider them just 
like other cases on ihe law and the 
fact* without fear or favor, and I 
promised that Itiy mission was one of 
l>eacA and good will and an end to 
Strife and hate. 

HAS NO REtiRKT. 

“1 have done all that s.reng h 
ha* been given me to do to consider 
(.he cases* regardless of my personal 
wishes, swmpathy or flrat Impres- 
sion* and wholly In the light of truth 
and right and while no one could be 
glad to have such a responsibility 
placed upon him, I neither seek to 
avoid criticism nor win praise In mak- 
ing my decission. 

“I curry no burden of regret that th 
duty has fallen *to my lot, but 1 am 
reverently thankful that It has come 
to pass that I should be the instrument 
of Juslice and mercy as God has given 
me TO see my duiy and know the right 
ami my faith Is unfailing that He, In 
whom I have irusied to lead us to a 
right and Just decission has also re- 
vealed the truth to all that good may 
come of It peace from strife and con- 
tention gooA will and neighborly fe-l- 
Ing and an end to these troubles. 

READ ALL TESTIMONY. 

“1 have, with patient work and care, 
read studied and considered the thou- 
sands of pages of the testimony of the 
great number of witnesses in these 
trials. It has been what may have, 
seemed an unreasonable time but the 
vital imiH>rtaiice of the cases and of 
the questions involved in them made 
this Imperative and I hope this will be 
a sufficient answer to any criticism of 
the delay, fur while I have spent many 
weeks in this work, I could not hope 
to act wisely or Justly in deciding off- 
hand or without the fullest consider- 
ation; and now I have given to the 
cases this work and thought acting In 
the light of duty and conscience as 1 
am able to see it. 

“The Constitution makes it the duly 
of the Governor, when granting a par- 
don to file wltk the application a 
statement of the reason for his decl- 
Mlon. t ■ ' 

RBS’TOREIS ALL RIGHTS. 

"After due notice to the representa- 
tives of the Commonwealth and of the 
accused aud after full argument be- 
fore me in public by both sides and 
after a most patient laborious and 
careful examination of all of the evi- 
dence in the trials, I grant Caleb Pow- 
era a full and unconditional pardon 
for the offense with which he stands 
charged and a restoration to all hit 
righta of cltlensship, and order that he 
be forthwith released from the gall In 
which be la Incarcerated and , In dla- 
cherge ot my duty under the above 
conatUetlonal prvolalon Inowatate a* 
my raasoB for graatlng that he Ig be-

Of the total 
Iiopulatlon of the state probably for- 
ty per cent were born In the country. 
Thus sixty per ceni.of city bred poi^u- 
lation furnishes ninety-nine per cent 
of criminals. 

The virtue of the agricultural com- 
munities la not an accident. There 
is a reason for It — several of them, 
in fact. Without a single figure it 
would be easy to demonstrate that the 
standard of honesty and integrity and 
virtue are higher in farming cuninitini- 
ties than in cities. It does not re- 
quire a profound student to get at 
the basic principles of this cuiidiilon 
of affairs either in the cities or In 
the country. 

Probably the greatest Incentive to 
do right comes from being known in 
the community, from having an Iden- 
tity as It were. It Is an old saying 
that in rural communities everybody 
knows everybody else's business That’s 
the secret of it, Everybod.v knows 
everybody else's business and a man 
whose business Is known is going to 
struggle 'mightily to have a respecta- 
ble business. It Is harder fur him to 
commit a crime and escape punishment 
or detection and that Is Itself a curb 
upon criminal tendencies. The eitsier 
it is for people to sin and esca|>e de- 
tection, the greater the induceiiieni 
to sin.

visable with the naked eye, while most 
of the sun eclipses of ihe past were 
only visable through smoked glass<‘s.

England’s Qrsat North Road It Two 
Thousand Years Old. 

Before wo reached Hatfield, a few 
miles out of London, we had alread.v 
been impressetl with the inagnitlceno* 
of this Great North road, which Is 
said to have been hiillt by a Mr. Cae- 
sar, whose bcnd(|uarters were In Home 
at the time. It Is the direct route 
from London to Edinburgh and h:i« 
been traveletl for so many centuries 
that the earliest histories of England 
contain accounts of the movement of 
troops upon' It. It Is a great thorough 
fare for vehicles of all sorts, mot<ir 
Ists and cyclists, and In these mo«lern 
days there are well worn footpaths 
along either side for pedestrians. We 
passed scores of motors, and I wss 
told while Ib England that the popu- 
larity of motoring had notleeahly <11- 
mlnisbed the Qumb<>r of first class 
travelers by rail. We found the rood 
for Its entire length of 400 miles In 
perfect condition. In many portions 
the macadam Is said to he nine feet 
thick. Long sections of the road are 
oiled, and on no part of It was there 
any appreciable amount of dust There 
are few sharp curves, and the grades 
are so slight that It has become a 
great thoroughfare for speeders, xvlth 
the result that there are ninny [lollce 
traps for which one has to watch. We 
found that we could stop In almost nny 
little village and get Information ns to 
Just where the traps were located— ns. 
for Instance, they told us at Blgles- 
wade, which Is a better looking plnee 
than Its name, to look out for traps 
Just the other side of Ruckden and 
again In approaching Weston.— Frnnk 
Presbrey In Outing .Magazine.
